Claim 1 (Currently Amended) A Factor X analog which contains a modification in SEQ 
ID NO:2 selected from the group consisting of: 

a) Ile235 is Valor Ala; 

b) Thr233 is Seror Asn; 

c) Leu232 is Phe, Arg or lie; 

d) Asn231 is Asp, Lys, Thr, Glu; 

e) Asn230 is Ser, Lys, Met, Thr.Asp; 

f) Asp229 is Phe, Thr, Ser, Pro, Leu, lie; 

g) Gly228 is Ser, Gin, lie, Thr, Asn, Pro; and 

h) Arg227 is Gin, Ser, His, Tyr, Glu. 

Claim 4 (Currently Amended) The Factor X analogy of claim 1 , wherein the amino acid 
sequence is Gln227-Ser228-Phe229-Asn230-Asp231-Phe232-Thr233 (SEQ ID NO: 17). 

Claim 6 (Currently Amended) The Factor X analogy of claim 1 , wherein the amino acid 
sequence is Ser227-Gln228-Thr229-Ser230-Lys231-Leu (SEQ ID NO:18). 

Claim 9 (Currently Amended) A Factor X analog comprising a factor X sequence which 
contains a modification in SEQ ID NO:2 selected from the group consisting of: 

a) Ile235 is Valor Ala; 

b) Thr233 is Seror Asn; 
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c) Leu232 is Phe, Arg or He; 

d) Asn231 is Asp, Lys, Thr, Glu; 

e) Asn230 is Ser, Lys, Met, Thr.Asp; 

f) Asp229 is Phe, Thr, Ser, Pro, Leu, lie; 

g) Gly228 is Ser, Gin, lie, Thr, Asn, Pro; and 

h) Arg227 is Gin, Ser, His, Tyr, Glu; and an additional modification in a C-terminal 
region of the Factor X sequence, wherein Arg469 is selected from the group consisting 
of Lys, His or lie and/or Gly470 is selected from the group consisting of Ser, Ala, Val or 
Thr.
